A more brilliant 
man than Lord Randolph never entered the 
House of Commons. I often think that he, Mr. 
Gladstone, and Mr. Parnell are the only three 
men to whom the House always listens with all 
its ears. It did so on the memorable Commission 
speech, which was one of the most forcible pieces 
of concentrated argument, invective, and appeal 
I ever heard. . 

And yet what happened? In half an hour 
the incipient Randolph Cave had broken into as 
many fragments as there were members of it. 
Mr. Jennings, himself a politician of ability, but 
something of ‘the Randolph type, without his 
genius and brilliancy, had openly thrown over his 
chief, and a chorus of pitiless laughter had gone 
up from Lobby and smoking-room at the total 
collapse of the new Fourth Party. Like leaders, 
like followers. Lord Randolph does not inspire 
the confidence which great political chieftains 
like Palmerston, Disraeli, and Gladstone always 
managed sooner or later to create in their 
adherents. All his friends have left him, except 
when he has left his friends, as when he got up 
in the House of Commons on a memorable occa- 
sion and repudiated Sir John (then Mr.) Gorst.

Francis Sinclair’s “ Ballads and Poems from the 
Pacific ” , for not only is the volume primed with 
the tender and zestful verse of a true poet, but 
the glowing stanzas of isle and ocean, of prairie 
and heather, call up vivid pictures of inviting 
scenes, strange to us but familiar to Mr. Sinclair.

The fine 
weather, for the time of year, that has prevailed 
during practice has, of course, had something to do 
with the large attendances on the towing-path ; 
but even on bad days there has always been a seemly 
crowd looking on. There has also been nothing 
lacking in the way of sensation to keep everyone on 
the qui vive, trial following trial over short and long 
stretches. 
From the very first 
Oxford 


‘were preferred by the public, and, in spite of the 
‘unexpectedly favourable appearance presented by 
Cambridge on their arrival at Putney—an appear- 
ance which took many — quite aback— they are 
still what are called favourites. On Wednesday, 
the 12th, they rowed the course, with the wind 
behind them, in t 
19 min. 47 sec., 


Cambridge, rowing the other way later on, and thus 
against the wind, accomplishing 21 min. 10 sec., about. 
This, to the minds of many of the friends of Oxford, 
settled the matter ; and when, on Saturday morning, 
the two crews rowed trials over the whole course, on 
the same tide, within three quarters of an hour of 
each other, and Oxford’s performance was found to 
be from fifteen to twenty seconds the faster, the race 
was considered to be as good as over. But nothing 
is more fallacious than the time test over tidal water, 
which is never running with precisely the same 
strength for five minutes consecutively. On many 
occasions wonderful trials have been rowed over the 
course, the time in the actual race being, perhaps, 
from two to three minutes slower, and the crew that 
rowed the fast trial finishing second best. If I were

‘from the fact that when the Light Blues rowed the 
ebb tide had been running three quarters of nu hour 
since Oxford started, and that they had a worse wind 
than the Dark Blues, though in their case it was 
‘bad enough. What would inspirit me most would 
be the consideration that, although the elements were 
rougher for the Cantabs from Hammersmith to 
Putney, where the foul wind was encountered, to say 
nothing of a slacker tide, they did not lose more than 
two seconds on their opponents, computing by the 
time least favourable to them, for watches varied.

country house at Cardington, near Bedford, and 

employed himself in tasks of local usefulness, 

especially to improve the condition of the poor. 
* * * * * 

In 1770 Mr. Howard was appointed High 
Sheriff of Bedfordshire. He at once proceeded, 
with characteristic firmness, to fulfil the duties 
of his office. Responsible for carrying out the 
law, he found his way incumbered at every step 
with intolerable abuses. These he exposed to the 
magistrates, and told them that the cause was the 
farming out the prisons to speculators, who were 
allowed to extract their profits from the unhappy 
wretches committed to their charge. ‘The magis- 
trates professed their willingness to give salaries 
to the jailers, if Howard couid find a precedent 
for this system. To this end he commenced a 
series of visits to jails in neighbouring counties, 
an effort which revealed such revolting cruelties 
that he determined to visit every prison in Eng- 
land and Wales, and bring all their iniquities to 
the light of day. After some years devoted to 
these inquiries, he laid the result before the 
House of Commons, and received a vote of thanks. 
A Parliamentary inquiry was subsequently 
ordered, which made its report, and amply 
corroborated Howard’s charges. 

* * * * * 

Howard soon found that he could not endure 
the stench of his clothes after coming out of a 
jail; and his very notebook was so tainted that 
he had to put it before the fire for some hours. 
Jail-fever, always more or less present in these 
foul dens, was peculiarly dangerous to persons 
who had been accustomed to the ordinary 
atmosphere. At the May Assize at the Old 
Bailey, in 1750, the Lord Mayor, two of the 
Judges, an Alderman, the under-Sheriffs, some 
of the jurymen, and several barristers took the 
infection, communicated by the prisoners stand- 
ing in the court. About forty persons, including 
some of these dignitaries, quickly died. Another 
Lord Mayor, Winterbottom, died of this fever in

Newgate was bad enough; but for damp and 
dirt, though hardly for darkness, many country 
prisons were worse. In Durham Jail Howard 
found the prisoners shut up in two dark rooms, 
where the dirt had been lying for months. At 
Penrith the prisoners’ room had not been opened 
for a month. In Plymouth Jail was a room 
called The Clink,” only 5 ft. high, with no 
light or air except through a wicket in the door. 
In this black hole were three men who had been 
there for two months. In some jails the dun- 
geons were underground, the descent being made 
by ladders, as at Thetford and Norwich. 

* * * * * 

As jailers were held responsible for the safe 
custody of their prisoners, they considered them- 
selves justified in using any means to prevent 
their escape. Thus, in the prison belonging to 
the Bishop of Ely, which was much dilapidated, 
the jailers chained their prisoners by a spiked 
iron collar round the neck to the floor, making 
them lie on a floor covered with iron bars, which 
ate into their flesh ; to a heavy iron bar, crossing 
their legs, each man was fastened by a ring. In 
1768 an Ely magistrate, Mr. James Collyer, found 
certain prisoners who had been kept in this posi- 
tion for nearly a year. He had a drawing made, 
and sent it to King George III. In spite of the 
dictum of the Judges, that it was not lawful to 
put irons on unconvicted persons, Howard, in 
1773, found sick prisoners still in chains. He 
also found that, when prisoners were conveyed 
from one place to another, they were put in 
irons, and had thus to walk in torture fifteen 
or sixteen miles.

a year during seven years, the lessee practised all 
sorts of extortions on the unhappy prisoners who 
fell into his power. Prisoners who had paid 
exorbitantly for beds had to receive one or more 
bedfellows. Three hundred and thirty were 
shut up in batches of thirty or forty, every night, 
in wards not more than 16ft. square. The 
prisoners not provided for by friends almost 
starved. In the women’s sick-ward many were 
found stretched without beds on the ground; in 
the men’s ward they were piled on boards, one 
over the other, with another row in hammocks 
overhead. Not a day passed without a death; 
eight or nine often died in twenty-four hours. 
* * s . * 

John Howard's interest in the subject of prison 
reform next led him to visit foreign prisons on 
the Continent of Europe. In 1789 he started on 
his last journey, crossing Northern Germany, 
and on through St. Petersburg and Moscow to 
Cherson, where, in January 1790, he caught a 
fever in a self-sacrificing effort to save a young 
lady, already in the last stage of the disease. He 
died, and was buried in the village of Dauphiné, 
in the neighbourhood of Cherson, thousands of 
Russians following him to the grave.

ANCIENT NORWICH.—No. II. 
BY M. KNIGHTS. 

For several centuries, from the Norman period 
to the reign of Henry VIII., a large area within 
the city was exempt from the jurisdiction of the 
municipal authorities. Some of its immunities 
even survived to the present century, and to this 
day the once exempt district has its own coroner. 
This large district was the domain of the Cathe- 
dral church, the Liberty of the Prior of Norwich, 
aud now of the Dean and Chapter. . If you

Moreover, 
the King granted Bishop Herbert a big manor

No antiquary visits Norwich Cathedral without 


inspecting the remains of this 
Stone Throne, 


and of the concentric tiers of seats for clergy in 
the bays on either hand, all behind the high altar, 
because no arrangement of the kind is to be seen 
elsewhere in England, and only at Aquilegia and 
Torcello on the Continent. At the eastern ends 
of the procession path is a circular chapel, and 
projecting at the extreme end of the church was 
a third, so that the upper limb of the cruciform 
cathedral had a trefoil arrangement of chapels. 
The easternmost of these Norman chapels was 
superseded in the thirteenth century by one in 
the Early English style, and called the “Lady 
Chapel,“ nothing of which remains but the 
pointed doorway by which it was entered from 
the procession path, for at the Reformation it 
was demolished. 
The Accompanying View 

of the cathedral shows the east end, with one of 
the circular chapels—that of St. Luke—at the 
termination of the south aisle of the presbytery. 
The corresponding chapel, dedicated to Jesus, on 
the north side, has been restored and recoloured 
on ancient lines. 

In the reign of King Stephen, Bishop Eborard 
elongated the nave with its aisles about 200ft., 
in the same massive Norman style that character- 
ised the work of Losinga. Bishop Turbus, who 
had been Prior of Norwich, a supporter of Thomas 
a’ Becket in his quarrel with King Henry, came 
into conflict with that truculent, lying old Baron 
Hugh Bigod, whom he threatened to excom- 
municate. Earl Hugh got the King to issue an 
injunction against the Bishop not to carry out 
his threat; and, when the officers produced it to 
him in his cathedral, he, for answer, descended 
from his throne, pronounced the sentence of ex- 
communication, and, laying his pastoral staff 
upon the high altar, said: Let him that dare 
seize the lands, goods, and possessions of my 
Church!“ But Bishop Turbus considered it 
prudent to keep within sanctuary, after this 
defiance of Earl and King. One of the principal 
entrances to the Cathedral Close is through a 
handsome Early English gateway, built near the 
site of the old Saxon chapel of St. Æthelbert. 


This 
ZEthelbert Gate 


has an interesting history. In the Liberty of the | 


Prior lived many people who shared in the trade 
and advantages of the city, and in front of the 
Priory gates was, and still is, an open space on 
which was held a fair, of which the Prior claimed 
the tolls. Here was a bone of contention between 
the citizens and the monks. At the annual fair 
of 1272 a quarrel arose between the Prior’s 
officers and some young citizens, when one of the 
latter was slain. A city jury found it murder, 
for which the Prior excommunicated the citizens, 
and hired bands of mercenaries from Yarmouth 
to garrison the walled-in precincts. . These ruf- 
fians shot at the passers-by from the walls and 
from a clocher, or belfry, with the result that the 
incensed citizens
